•When found, he ha3 been dead for 


Lanzendorf *vas unmarried. He was 


twentv-sevan years of age, and six feet 
two inches in height. He was built in 
proportion, and was looked on as one 
of the'finest members among the stal- 
warts of-'tho police department. lie 
joined ' the force a little more than a 
vear ago, after he had come back from 
having served as a regular soldier of 
the United States army in the Pbil- 


PChtef Dinan, and even his associates, 


have no knowledge as to why, the offi- 
cer committed suicide. They are in- 
clined to the opinion that it was due 
to mental nberatlon.

leaders in different movements to establish civil liberty and p»pu-j 
lar government on these shores. 


It was a Virgianian, for instance, 'George Mason, who wrote 


the fiiat -written constitution formulated in the world as the charter 
of a republican form of government, and Virginia was the 'first 
commonwealth to adopt such a constitution. While 'Virginia was, 
the first colony to receive slaves, she was also the "first colony to 
protest against the slave tnide. The denunciation of the slave 'trade 
embodied in Jefferson's original ttraft of the Deckration of Inde- 
pendence was stricken out to appease the New England ship-owners 
engaged in that barbarous and shameful traffic. 


General Israel Putnam and his fellow colonists'from Connecticut 


took slaves to Ohio at a time when Jefferson was manumitting his 
staves and settling them on free lands in Ohio and Illinois. When| 
.Virginia planters were condemning slavery as a Asocial blight and 
a menace to democratic civilization, Boston merchants and ship- 
owners wore defending the most abhorrent feature of the institution, 
because they were deriving a profit from 
kidnaping or buying, 


natives of Africa to sell them -again in the sugar, riee and tobacco 
growing regions. Long after 
Massachusetts abolished -slavery 


•within her borders, because It was unprofitable, her -shipmasters:

It is school book history that George ^Rogers Clark, -A Virginian,

The first legislative 
body that ever sat in this countr) assembled at Jamestown in 1619, 
This was the first legislative body of the world composed of mem- 
bers from designated boroughs and elected by universal suffrage. 
Virginia was setting up free constitutional government when the 
Cortez had been abolished in §pain, the States General suppressed 
in France, and the Stuarts were trying to destroy Parliamentary 
power in England. Virginia was the first colony to assert -the doc- 
trine that taxation without representation was tyranny. Virginia 
was first to declare against union of church and state and to revolt 
against ecclesiastical interference with the civil power. -In -1635 the 
Virginia House of Burgesses defied royal aggression and asserted 
the right of a people to choose their rulers by deposing Sir John 
Harvey from the Governorship for misconduct and exercise of illegal 
powers, and electing Captain John West in -bis stead. In 1705 — 
eleven years before the signing of the, Declaration of Independence 
— the Virginia House of Burgesses solemnnly resolved that "the 
Stamp Act was an unconstitutional and unjust infringement on the 
lights of the colonies and an invasion of the liberties of the people. 


These things are worth remembering*. They are worthy the 


ies-,>ect and admiration of patriotic men in every part of 'this 'broad

ABOUT 510,000,000 EACH 


WelgAf of Proposed "Dreadnoughts" Will 


Be 3000 Tons Greater Than the Largest

ment at noon today for the construc- 
tion of two American "Dreadnaughts," 
or what are officially known as battle- 
ships Nos. 28 and 29, each to be of 
approximately 20,000 tons' displace- 
ment, the co«t of each not to exceed 
$8,000,000, exclusive of armor and ar- 
mament. The total cost of each when 
completed is estimated to be 110,000,- 
000.Kesponsive to the Invitations of the 
navy department ancl in accordance 
with th* instructions 
to the naval 
board 
on 
construction, there were 
submitted various designs and sketch- 
es for the proposed vessels from ship- 
builders and naval constructors. 
These were In turn submitted to a 
naval committee on design, the head

forward, was the most suitable.

Every approach, end every gate or 
other exit from the yard* Is now be- 
ing carefully •watched by state rail- 
road policemen. 
Ever since the congestion of freight 
cars In tine railroad yards last year 
there have been cojwlalnis of looting 
AlmMt every morninJj one or more 
cars would be found tAtfe the seals 


broken and something of tts contents 


Of course the railway officials have 
been retiOent about thla condition of 
affairs. But now It can no longer be 
kept from the public, because the 
stationing of state railroad policemen 
at exits from the yards is notice that 
there Is espionage.

EMPTIES FREE OF CHARGE 


Wells-Fargo Express Announces System 


of Charges on All Receptacles Used 


for Transporting Produce, Etc. 


WEST OAKLAND. June 20.—It Is pos- 


sible that th« Wells-Fargo Express com- 
pany announcement to country shippers 
and merchants that beginning today the 
practice of returning 
empty 
packages 
free of charge would be discontinued and 
a system of charges on alldjreceptacles 
used for transporting producer merchan- 
dise and1 live stock to market would go 
into effect, will result in goods of a per- 
ishable nature being shipped hereafter 
In cleaner boxes. 
The company will ftlso cease calling for 
anfl hauling empties from the stores to 
the i-allroad depots. Hereafter all empty 
packages must be delivered ito the com- 
pany's agents and the charges prepaid. 
what the 
company 
calls 
nominal 
rates for the transportation of empties 
have 
been 
established. 
They range 
from 6 cents to 25 cents, according to 
size ana weight. 
In its circular the 
company states that the loss of time 
In snipping empties and the universal 


dissatisfaction attending the system of 
returning .them free of charge prompted 
the change from the oltf practice. ' An 
elaborate schedule of charges to 'be made 
on boxes, crops, barrels and other re- 
ceptacles accompanies the circular. 
Local merchants say that the charges 
of the express company for transporting 
empties, aa well as the cost -of cartage 
between the stores and railroad -depots, 
will have- to be borne by the farmers and 
other country shippers. As the railroad 
companies will continue to make returns 
free of charge It is probable that many
